bundling a copy onthe at least one Web page into an e-mail message; and 

forwarding the e-mail message to an end-user's terminal wherein the copy of the at least 
one Web page may be reviewed by the end-user; 

wherein the bundled atUeast one Web page includes a link to another retrieved Web page, 
wherein a copy of the another retrieved Web page is also bundled into the e-mail message.
